Preliminary Amendment 

5. Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendment filed on July 1, 2003. In the 
amendment claims 1-92 were canceled without prejudice, and claims 93 and 94 were newly 

w added. Currently, claims 93 and 94 remain for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

15 A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 93 and 94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Koenck et 
20 al. (US 5,410,141, hereinafter "Koenck"). 

Koenck discloses a portable and hand-supportable (see main figure or figure 1 1) barcode 
symbol reading system (see abstract; col. 2, lines 31+) comprising a wireless transceiver (col. 3, 
lines 12-15) and a base/host machine also comprising a wireless capabilities (col. 1, lines 54-66). 
Radio receiver and transmitter (or transceiver) as shown in figure 10 ( col. 15, lines 6+) suggests 
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two-way communication between the reader and the base/host. The terminal, when a proper 
signal is generated, initiates to go into a sleep mode (col. 8, line 66 - col. 9, line21; col. 9, lines 
31+; col. 11, lines 31+). The terminal is further comprised of circuitries for detecting battery 
low-voltage condition and inform the user of it (col. 9, lines 31+). The remote host computer 
5 (col. 1, lines 54-66) would have, although not explicitly suggested, a housing to enclose the 
component parts which include RF transmitter and receiver (or transceiver). 



Conclusion 

I. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
10 disclosure: Rockstein et al. (US 5,844,229); Blevins (US 5,272,324); Gombrich et al. (US 
4,835,372); Zook et al. (US 4,850,009) disclose a data capturing terminal wirelessly 
communicating with host machines. Applicant is respectfully suggested to carefully review 
these references.
